In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as detection of motion 
artifacts regardless of a concern for low contrast and brightness areas. Alternatively, boosting 
detection values in low contrast/brightness areas does not require attention to interlace artifacts. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d) 

2. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as just detecting 
motion artifacts without a concern for reducing the artifacts. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 
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3. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as boosting detection 
values in low contrast/brightness areas does not require reduction of interlace artifacts.
